‘The real surprise of the even- 
ing, for Wavie, was a painting 
of the Flying Cloud, clipper ship, 
first vessel to break the 90 day 
record from New York to San 
Francisco, which was built in 
East Boston in the early 1850's 
by Donald MacKay, a relative of 
Wavie's. 

Wavie, some time ago had re- 
marked on the fact, and the state- 
ment was picked up by sharp ears. 
Her son had to make some 
“sneak” measurements of the 
area above the fireplace in her 
home, to get the right size, and 
the painting was executed by the 
famed Joe Corish, the only “per- 
sonal" painting he has ever made, 

Mr. Corish, an attorney, painted 
the picture that is on this year’s 
cover of the Town Report, and 
was recruited for the job of 
painting the Flying Cloud for 
Wavie by. former Selectman John

DRUGGISTS WILL HONOR 
WELFARE PRESCRIPTIONS 


A spokesman for the Wilmington 
Retail Druggists Association, said 
this week that all Pharmacys will 
continue to honor and refill all 
prescriptions for welfare rece- 
pients in accordance with doctor's 
instructions. This declaration 
came on the heels of an announ- 
cement by the head of the State 
Welfare Board, Stephen Minter, 
that no medical vendor, druggist, 
doctor, dentist and most nursing 
homes will receive any further 
payments because of lack of funds 

It is impossible at this time to 
estimate when payments will be 
resumed, but in spite of this fact, 
the druggists in Wilmington will 
continue to render their services 
until it is financially’ impossible 
to do so. 

It was suggested by the spokes- 
man of the association, that wel- 
fare recipeints contact their 
‘state representatives or senators 
and urge them to resolve this 
situation as soon as possible.

Board next Monday, to learn of the Planning Board's pro- 
posed by-laws for Garden Apartments in Wilmington, there 
will be a new subject which will become the subject of con- 
versation - Planned Unit Developments. 

Professor Charles Eliot, consultant to the Planning Board 
has proposed the establishment of Planned Unit Develop- 


ments in Wilmington, in the 


set of by-laws which the 


Planning Board will be presenting to the Selectmen. 


Called a P.U.D., it is intended 
to be a single district for a large 
scale, designed development, con- 
structed and operated and main- 
tained as a single entity, under 
the contro! of one landowner. It 
can contail single family dwel- 
lings, duplex homes, row houses, 
town houses, or garden apart- 
ments, and business sites for 
services to the development, 
along with common open land re- 
served for the inhabitants of the 
P.U.D.
